WASHINGTON (U P I) - John W 
Dean III, President Nixon’s chief 
accuser in the Watergate scandals, 
was sentenced today to one to four 
years in prison for conspriacy in the 
cover-up. 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
rejected requests by lawyers for 
both Dean and special prosecutor 
Leon 
Jaworski 
to 
delay 
the 
sentencing. 
Sirica released Dean on personal 
bond and ordered that he not begin 
his term until Sept. 3 because his 
wife’s mother is seriously ill in 
California and he is helping to care 
for her. 
“ I admire him for that,” Sirca 
observed as he imposed sentence. 
He could have sentenced Dean to 
five years in prison and fined him 
$10,000 for his guilty plea to a single 
count 
of 
conspiracy 
in 
the 
Watergate cover-up. 
Dean, dressed in a brown suit, was 
composed but contrite as he stood 
alone before Sirica, where he had 
stood last Oct 19 to plead guilty 
“ As I stand here at the mercy of 
the court, the only thing 1 ask for is 
your compassion and understan­ 
ding,” Dean said. “ I have done 
wrong, and I realize the wrong that I 
have done.

government and abuse of high 
office. To say I am sorry is not 
enough I have done everything I can 
in the last 18 months to right the 
wrong Whatever the court judges

Dean bit his lip when Sirica 
announced the sentence. His wife, 
who was at his side all during last 
summer’s Watergate hearings, was 
not present for the sentencing. 
Dean began telling prosecutors of 
his role in the cover-up early last 
year and has suggested in various 
testimony that Nixon was aware of 
the high level involvement in the 
scheme as early as Steptember, 
1972, three months after the break-in

Dean has made the most serious 
charges about alleged presidential 
involvement in the cover-up through

Shaffer urged Sirica to show 
leniency- saying that he will learn 
when he hears a Feb 27, 1973 tape 
that Dean “ explained the negative 
aspects of the cover-up to the 
President” on that date. 
Nixon contends he knew nothing 
about it until nearly a month later, 
when Dean came to him on March 21 
to warn there was “ a cancer 
growing on the presidency.”

The 
number 
of 
unemployed 
persons in July was listed by the 
Labor Department at 4 9 million, 
little changed from June, while total 
employment was 86.3 million An 
increase in the number of women 
holding jobs was offset by a decline 
in teen-age employment. 


Teen-age unemployment was 16.2 
per cent, with a sharp increase 
registered among young blacks. In 
June, teen-age unemployment had 
been 15.6 per cent. 


More Mojave quakes

SACRAMENTO, Calif

Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke, convicted of 
perjury, has agreed to relinquish his 
office if his appeal proves fruitless. 
Appearing calm and even smiling 
slightly lor cameras, Reinecke read 
a 53-word statement to reporters 
outside his Capitol office Thursday, 
declaring he would resign once a 
sentence is imposed. Until then, 
Reinecke said, he will stay put 
His decision came in spite of a 
warning from California Attorney 
General Evelle J. Younger that 
Reinecke s every act threatened to 
bring “ trauma” to the state as long 
as he remained in office. 
Gov Ronald Reagan meanwhile 
mounted a full scale search for a 
replacement. 
Press Secretary Clyde Walthall 
said Reagan was actively calling 
Republicans and had “ talked to 
many, 
many 
people.” 
Any 
replacement would serve until the 
end of Reineeke’s term, Jan 6. 
Sentencing on the federal charge 
is 
scheduled 
for 
Aug. 
30, 
but 
Reinecke asked for a postponement 
Actually, once sentence is passed 
the 
lieutenant governor has no 
choice but to step down, according 
to an official opinion issued by 
Younger, a fellow Republican. 
The

said,

lieutenant governor is out of office 
and 
nothing 
that 
may

Poll find half the House not decided 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — House members willing to state their position 
favor President Nixon’s impeachment by a margin of nearly 4 to 1. But 
more than half the members of the House said they are undecided or would 
not comment. 
A poll of all 435 House members by United Press International showed 164 
— more than one third — committed or leaning toward impeachment, 42 
against or leaning that way, 19C undecided and 39 unwilling to comment. 
If all 435 members are voting, it will take a majority of 218 to impeach 
Nixon. 
The poll, compared to one UPI took in January, showed significant 
erosion of Nixon’s strength in the South and Midwest. Nixon’s strongest 
opposition came in the liberal Northeast and the Far West. 
Many of those who said they were undecided expressed dissatisfaction 
with the perform a n с e of the Nixon administration 
“ Christ knows we’ve tried for years to put up with this (White House) 
bunch of clowns,” said Rep. William Scherle, R-Iowa, one of those 
undecided. “ We’re hung with an albatross around our necks that we didn’t 
earn and we didn’t deserve. This is no way to run a government.” 
In the 10 Southern states, 14 of 84 congressmen indicated in the new poll 
they would vote for impeachment with 55 undecided or not commenting. 
In January there were only two Southern proimpeachment votes. At that 
time, 28 Southerners said they opposed impeachment. The new poll showed 
half that number opposed 
In the Northeast, the new poll showed 34 of the 64 New YorkNew England 
congressmen inclined to vote for impeachment. Thirty-nine of the 65 Far 
West congressmen favored impeachment. 
Both House Democratic leader Thomas P. "Tip O’Neill and Rep John 
Ashbrook, ROhio, who challenged Nixon for the GOP nomination in 1972, 
have predicted a 3-1 House vote late this month favoring impeachment. 
A crucial determinant in the size of the vote comes Monday, when House 
Republican leader John J. Rhodes of Arizona announces his position. 
Twenty-eight Republican congressmen indicated in the poll they favored 


impeachment, including the seven on the House Judiciary Committee who 
voted in favor of one or more ol the three articles. 
Some congressmen said they resented the news media polling the House 
before the final vote. 
“ I don’t think the press is doing anybody any good by trying to get people 
to commit themselves before the evidence has been studied,” Rep. John 
Zwach, R-Mmn, said 
Rep. Goodloe E. Byron, DMd., said he also thought it “ inappropriate” to 
poll members and added: “ Due process can only be hindered if I were to 
state a position now.” Some members gave their views off the record, 
asking that they not be quoted 


But many of their colleagues were eager to state their views. 
Rep. Samuel L. Devine, ROhio, a close friend of Nixon, charged: “ Too 
many people have adopted the vigilante attitude of the old West. They Qo .’t 
want the trial to get in the way of the hanging.” 
One of the most outspoken Nixon critics was Rep. Edward I. Koch, D- 
N.Y. 
He said the evidence “ makes it clear to me that the President has brought 
us to the verge of a totalitarian state by the use of federal agencies in an 
illegal way to intimidate and harass his opposition.” 
Rep. Otto E. Passman, D-La , said his “ commitment is firm and final... I 
am supporting this great President. I don’t think they have established one 
iota of proof that he has done something wrong.” 
Another Southern Democrat, Rep Robert Sikes of Florida, the 17-term 
dean of the delegation, said he was undecided, but predicted the House 
would vote to impeach. 
“ It appears that the outcome in the House is now veiy well established,” 
he said. He said he lavored sending Nixon’s case to the Senate for trial 
without debate 
Rep. Dante Fascell, D-Fla., is one of six Southern Democrats firmly 
favoring impeachment in the poll. 


Theatre review 
PCPA's 'Lear' bleak but solid

Cripples and ragged, wretched beggars are the drama s 
binding motif. They're suddently there in the dark at 
opening curtain Avatars of an indifferent circular, fortune, 
they frighten speaking characters off the stage. In the end. 
they devour one of them like hyenas 
Their bare sores and degradation are terrifying to the 
more aspiring characters because they portend a possible 
future They too could come to this when the wheel comes 
full circle. And as might we. the play suggests Whether we 
believe in the spheres, the gods, in might makes-nght or in 
man 
But there was no begging the audience Thursday night in 
Santa Maria as the F’acific Conservatory of the Performing 
Arts opened a somber but enthusiastically received 
production of Shakespeare s King Lear. 
The Bard’s tragedy about the king who learns late (but 
never too latei to become a man plays tomorrow, 
Thursday. Aug. 8. and in repertory at Allan Hancock 
College through Aug 27. 
See it. 
It’s a delight to see an audience respond to Lear as well 
as Thursday night s group did. excepting some seat shifting 
in the second act. It’s a long play, even when winnowed 
down, and has difficult scenes to put over well (such as 
Lear’s insanity and the plucking out of Gloucester’s eyes) 
and subplots that can be confusing. 
Some say its’ far better literature than drama in this age 
The best way to view it is to read the play first. 
Unquestionalby, the character standouts were Dr. 
Richard Risso as Lear, the spoiled boy of an old king who 
shouldn’t have grown old until he’d become wise, and 
Daniel Davis’ portrayal of Lear’s all-licensed fool, who 
seldom wastes a line. 
If an audience reaction meter had been used. Davis would 
have got the higher rating But. then, he had most of the 
lines 
The 
fool 
is a standard character 
in play’s of 
Shakespeare’s vintage. He’s the bouncing little guy in 
multicolored suit with the coxcomb who flits around telling 
jokes and doing somersaults. 
Milwaukee director Nagle Jackson, though, may have 
fashioned the fool in PCPA’s Lear after the type of junkie- 
derelict you ^ould find in the shadows of a New York 
subway station For one thing, this fool is larger than most, 
he’s a paraplegic and pushes himself around on a wheeled 
platform, he’s pale and he never smiles. 
Uttered by this type of spectre, the fool’s humor, which 
always clangs witn truth, comes out as wry, almost cosmic 
irony. But this doesn’t stop Davis from uprooting more 
than one laugh; he excells in the role 
As for Lear, Risso’s rendition is telling He’s not a very 
regal King Lear, but then, neither is Lear himself, inside.

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The King is one of those people who can not see because he 
does not feel He’s a sucker for pandering compliments and 
pounds his fists in a tantrum when the gods haven t 
fashioned the world to his will. 
This most important side of I^ear is Risso s forte as the 
king, especially when we find him pouting like a child over 
his daughters’ ingratitude as the fool attempts futilely to 
cheer him up. 
After Goneril, one of the daughters, has kicked him off 
the half kingdom he only just relinquished her. Risso’s 
Lear resembles a spoiled brat who’s been told he’s going to 
have to eat his broccoli. 
The King beings to catch the gist that the real world is 
just as often a storm as a sitting room and that the broccoli 
is only life But goes temporarily mad in the process Risso 
leads us confidently through these potentially clumsy 
scenes. 
Solid performances were turned in by Jim Baker, 
unbelievably transformed from the Chill Wills Baptista of 
PCPA’l western ‘Shrew’ into Kent, Michael Winters as 
Gloucester, Kurtwood Smith as Edmund and Michael Hill 
as Edgar. 
Of the four, Gloucester seems the most substantial, 
partly because Winters, like Davis, succeeds in projecting 
Shakespeare’s blank verse clearly and slowly enough to be 
understood. 
Smith’s Edgar could almost have upstaged the Fool and 
Lear in brilliance but for his rapid speech. Edgar has some 
of the drama’s most explosive lines, but they had trouble 
igniting. 
Christine Hulter and Penelope Miller were delightfully 
reptillian as Lear's daughters, who begin to conspire 
against him almost the moment after he has divided his 
kingdom among them The truer daughter, Cordelia, is also 
ably fulfilled by Margaret Rebecca Steketee. 
Making a strong showing where a weak performance 
could have made the play seem pointless 
was John 
Mansfield's as the Duke of Albany. Albany is a pivotal 
though brief role and Mansfield’s clarity helped 
There were no poor performances. But the second act 
suffered from the awkwardness of the scene in which 
Gloucester is blinded by Cornwall. 
It’s the same scene in which Cornwall kills a rebelling 
servant while himself sustaining a soon-to-be fatal wound. 
There has to be some shouting, I suppose, and it’s a difficult 
scene. But when the audience is made uncomfortable by its 
awkwardness and misses the language, another of the 
play’s dramatic pearls is lost This happened Thursday. 
Lear isn’t for people who want to leave all their problems 
at home and be wafted into never never land at the theatre. 
It is for the majority audience who want to see questions 
too huge for them to deal with in everyday life so well 
transcended that they can be so eloquently posed as 
Shakespeare poses them. 
It takes some audience effort, but PCPA poses them well

Would Cardinal 
Richelieu approve?

NEW YORK - <NEA) - 
American Jesuits have been 
making political headlines 
lately. 
Father John J. McLaughlin 
has become a blunt and 
rominent spokesman for 
resident Nixon, whom he 
calls “ the most moral presi­ 
dent we have ever had. ’ 
Father Robert Dnnan, a 
Democratic congressman 
from Massachusetts, has 
been a vocal critic of the Nix­ 
on White House as a member 
of the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee which is conducting 
the impeachment inquiry. 
Father Daniel Berrigan, 
the much-publicized poet- 
priest, has outraged many 
Jews w ith a strong attack oh 
Israel which has been inter­ 
preted in some quarters as a 
sign of “ the new anti-Semi­ 
tism.’’ 
Each man speaks to a dif­ 
ferent constituency — one a 
conservative, one a liberal, 
one a radical. Yet all three 
are raising some anxieties 
about the role of priests in 
politics. 
Most l i b e r a l s w e r e 
d e l i g h t e d 
w hen 
Dr. 
McLaughlin — as he likes to 
be called — was the subject 
of a rare official Jesuit dis­ 
claimer that he spoke for 
himself and not the Jesuit 
order. 
Yet many of the same 
liberals were outraged when 
Father Berrigan got similar 
treatment, only worse — he 
was actually silenced for a 
time in the mid-’60s and ship­ 
ped to Latin America by his 
superiors. 
The action against Dr. 
McLaughlin has been inter­ 
preted as an attempt to 
silence him, though the evi­ 
dence is not clear. His 
superior. Rev. Richard T. 
Cleary, made it clear to Dr. 
M cLaughlin that he was 
being strongly requested to 
come back to New England 
for a period of “ reflection" 
which would have taken him 
out of the unfolding Water­ 
gate drama. 
Dr. McLaughlin said he 
was too busy, so Father Cle­ 
ary simply issued the dis­ 
claimer. 
Jesuits take formal vows of 
poverty, and much criticism 
of Dr. McLaughlin points out 
that he seems to dress very 
well and live in high style at 
the W atergate on a $30,000 
salary. Dr. M cLaughlin 
simply says, “ if you are going 
to integrate into a society, 
you are to integrate smoothly 
into it,” meaning that if a 
Jesuit wants to make an im­ 
pact on Washington, he must 
expect to adopt the general 
style of Washington life. 
Father Drinan, former 
dean of the Boston College 
Law School, is less controver­ 
sial among American Jesuits, 
but more controversial in 
Rome. 
The Rev. Pedro Arrupe, 
“The Black Pope’’ (world­ 
wide head of the Jesuits), is 
known to feel nervous about 
Father D rinan’s congres­ 
sional career. 
As a Basque, familiar with 
the often corrupt alliances 
between the clergy and gov­ 
ernments over the span of 
European history, he has 
made it clear that he would 
prefer to see American 
Jesuits refrain from running 
for political office. 


In this view, shared by 
many Vatican officials, 
Fathers McLaughlin and 
Berrigan are much less 
threatening — after all, 
Jesuits have been social 
prophets and counselors to 
heads of state for hundreds of 
years. But reaching for politi­ 
cal office is another matter, 
and if several other Jesuits 
followed Father Drinan’s ex­ 
ample, many would expect 
Father Arrupe to take some 
action. 
Already several prominent 
Jesuits have been gently 
talked out of running for of­ 
fice. An East Coast college 
president, for example, prob­ 
ably would be mayor of his 
city now if his superiors had 
not talked him out of it. 
On a world basis, the 
Jesuits are involved in all 
kinds of social movements, 
and the pull to enter politics 
brings complications. 
In the Philippines, three 
Jesuits were jailed when 
President Ferdinand Marcos 
declared martial law. Anoth­ 
er Jesuit is a close friend of 
Marcos and plays golf with 
him three times a week.

In Chile, Jesuits were promi­ 
nent in backing and opposing 
the Allende government. 
Gonzalo Arroyo, a Jesuit, was 
the head of “ the Group of 80 ”, 
a band of clerics fighting to 
bring Christianity and Marx­ 
ism together and shore up the 
gains of the Allende govern­ 
ment. 
Shortly before the coup, 
Father Arrupe appeared in 
Chile and publicly announced 
he was removing Father Ar­ 
royo as head of the pro- 
Allende clerics. It probably 
saved Father Arroyo’s life, 
but it was an intervention in 
Chilean politics that helped 
erode Allende support at a 
time when a right-wing coup 
was brewing. 
On the way back to Rome, 
Father Arrupe stopped off in 
Cuba and delivered a speech 
which seemed to indicate 
that Christianity and Marx­ 
ism could not work together. 
It was significant because 
Fidel Castro had previously 
gone to Chile and said — to 
the outrage of his anticlerical 
supporters — that Chris­ 
tianity and Marxism should 
be allies in reforming Latin 
America. 
The Arrupe actions are 
being interpreted by reform- 
minded Jesuits as an indica­ 
tion that in a crunch, the 
order will stand by the right 
and abandon revolutionary 
and reform movements, if 
only to insure their own sur­ 
vival. 
It may be the correct sur­ 
vival strategy, since most re- 
cent 
r e v o l u t i o n s and 
takeovers have been to the 
right, as in Brazil, Greece, 
Chile. But the counter­ 
revolutionary instinct goes 
deep in the Jesuits — they 
were founded to fight revolu­ 
tion (the Reformation) and to 
perform many early warning 
functions for the Pope, just as 
the CIA does for the Ameri­ 
can presidency. 
Under Pope Paul, the Cath­ 
olic Church itself has been 
swinging to the right, 
Parallel to what has been oc­ 
curring in world politics. 
As long as this trend con­ 
tinues, reform-minded 
Jesuits with an eye toward 
politics, will probably be 
under pressure from Rome 
and their own superiors. 
For different reasons, the 
order would prefer no more 
Arroyos, and no more Dri- 
nans either.

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State's doctors face 
malpractice crisis 


SACRAMENTO UJPh 
California 
doctors 
are 
facing a malpractice crisis 
which could force many out 
of business because they 
will be unable to get or 
afford insurance coverage, 
the 
state's 
insurance 
commissioner said today 
In the long run, it could 
mean even fewer physicians 
to serve the public and still 
higher costs for medical 
treatment. 
“ I think there is a severe 
p roblem . " 
said 
Commissioner Gleeson L. 
Payne. 1 believe we are on 
the threshhold of having no 
market 
for 
malpractice 
insurance.” 
His statements came on 
the heels of a disclosure that 
2,300 doctors in California 
faced assessments ranging

Payne added. 
There are about 30,000 
physicians in California who 
pay between $900-$25,000 a 
year 
in 
premiums 
for 
insurance 
coverage. 
The 
premiums 
are increasing, 
according to Department of 
Insurance officials, because 
of inflation and a growing 
number of claims against 
doctors 
If the increases continue, 
Payne said in a telephone 
interview, 
either doctors 
will go out of business 
because they can’t afford 
the 
insurance 
or 
malpractice coverage will 
dry up. 
“ Or doctors will have to 
raise the price of their 
services to a point where 
the public cannot afford it,” 
Payne said. “ The consumer 
finally pays for this one way 
or the other,” 


One of the reasons for 
increased 
claims against 
doctors, 
according 
to 
insurance officials, is the 
growing 
impersonal 
relationship 
between 
physician and patients. 
There used to be a lot of 
family physicians, Payne 
said, but now much of the 
medical 
treatment 
many 
times is done by specialists 
and only once. 
Because 
of 
increased 
communications, 
Payne 
said, patients are aware of 
their rights and exercising 
them 
They also expect 
more because of television 
programs which show some 
patients being cured in 30 or 
60 minutes. 
“ Doctors feel they are 
being persecuted by the 
insurance 
companies,” 
Payne said 
“ That isn’t 
true, insurance companies 
aren’t making any money.” 
Payne 
said 
a 
solution 
might be legislation to limit 
the 
legal 
cost 
of 
a 
settlement 
or 
limit 
the 
benefits paid to a patient 
who has won a malpractice 
claim. 
He 
said 
socialized 
medical 
malpractice 
insurance 
might 
be 
the 
answer, but he added it is 
not fair to put the burden on 
the taxpayers. 
If medical malpractice 
insurance 
sources 
dry 
up —and 
there 
isn’t 
legislation to fill the gap— 
doctor’s 
would 
have 
to 
cover 
their 
own 
liabilities—which 
Payne 
said is an impossibility.

Gus Knickrehm remembers: 


The great '50 grid strike 


By SCOTT OSTLER 


Where 
was Ed Garvey and his NFL Players’ 
Association back in 1950 when Gus Knickrehm and his 
fellow Chicago Cardinals’ rookies needed help? 
Garvey, now head 
ot the NFLPA, was probably 
negotiating with his mommy and daddy (“ No 
freedom, no clean up my room.” ) when Gus and nine 
other Cards rookies staged what may be history’s 
shortest strike. 
“ You might say the strike was settled in 15 
minutes,” 
chuckles 
Gus, 
local 
sporting 
goods 
entrepreneur and athletic enthusiast. 
The grievances of Kntckrehm’s small band of 
malcontents were at least as valid as those of today’s 
NFL strikers. But somehow that strike 24 years ago 
has much less impact than the current one. 
Gus and his gang weren’t griping about the fact that 
most of them, if they made the team, would earn the 
league minimum salary of $4200. Nor did they yell 
about the total lack of a pension plan or off-season 
medical coverage Their wants were simple 
“ In those days we got only six bucks a day in 
training camp,” Gus recalls. “ You had to take care of 
your own laundry Your salary didn't start until the 
season started It was the same for the veterans. ” 
The Cardinals were in Lake Forrest, Illinois,

preparing for an exhibition game with the New York 
Yankees. Final squad cuts loomed. 
The veterans got a swell idea. Why not go to the 
team head coach, Curly Lambeau, and demand a few 
bucks more spending money? Threaten to not suit up 
tor the exhibition game. 
But, in order to minimize personal risk, the 
veterans decided it might be wise to lean on the 
rookies. Rookies back then, says Gus, would do 
almost anything to please the vets. 
“ About ten of us rookies decided, OK, we would do 
it. So we sent a guy named Tom Beenaman. Tom was 
our spokesman, and he went and told Lambeau our 
situation; that we felt we should be getting some 
spending money and our laundry paid for; that if we 
didn't get it, we didn’t think we were gonna suit up.” 
The anxious rookies waited under a tree. 


“ Tom came back and told us, ‘It’s not going to 
work, cause they told us if we didn’t want to suit up, 
just don’t suit up; don’t worry about it.’ ” 
So Gus and the rest of the rookies stalked off the 
field — to go suit up. 
Gus, nicknamed “ Bear” because he once caught a 
fish bear handed in the McKenzie River, was a 245- 
pound interior lineman. He played college ball at the 
U. of Oregon, along with John McKay and Norm Van 
Brocklin. After two years of pro ball at Chicago he 
jumped to the Canadian Football League Calgary 
Stampeeders for two final seasons. 
The pro game was somewhat less refined then, Gus 
remembers. No face guards, no two-platooning, no 
Howard Cossell. 
“ If you hit a guy (ballcarrier) low and flipped him, 
he could still get up and i un. The whistle did not sound 
until the ball was dead. I mean flat dead. It was pretty 
brutal.” 
In one Canadian game (they played two a week), 
Gus sustained a sizeable gash on his chin. The doctor 
did a temporary stitch-up job at halftime, and after 
the game the team sprinted for the train back to 
Calgary (there was one train per day; you tried not to 
miss it). . 
To numb the pain until he could get proper medical 
attention, Gus was given a bottle of cheap booze. 
If Ed Garvey had been there, he would have insisted 
Gus hold out for a bottle of Johnny Walker.

George Meany: 
organized labor is now 


part of establishment 


WASHINGTON <UPI) - George 
Meany, nearing his 80th birthday, 
sits in the air conditioned splendor 
of his rooftop office overlooking the 
White House, puffs comfortably on a 
good cigar, and proudly agrees that 
organized labor has become part of 
the establishment. 
“Yes, yes, that’s true,” he growls. 
“Some of these New Left people 
criticize us and say labor is now 
middle class, labor is part of the 
establishment, labor has become 
reactionary. 
“Well, I don’t think we’ve become 
reactionary, but we were low class 
economically, and we set out to be 
middle class, and that’s fine, and if 
we can get up a little higher on the 
ladder, that’s fine, too.” 
Then, waving his stubby Bronx 
plumber’s fist, his voice rising ever 
so slightly, the president of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
Congress 
of 
Industrial 
Organi­ 
zations (AFL-CIO) leans forward 
and asks . 
“What the hell is wrong with 
that?” 
In an exclusive, hour and one-half 
interview with two UPI reporters 
marking his 80th birthday on Aug. 
16, Meany left no doubt that he still 
subscribes to Samuel Gompers 
succinct summary of the labor 
movement’s goals: “More.” 
Some of Meany’s harshest critics 
within the 13.5 millionmember labor 
federation complain that time has 
passed him by, that more meat and 
potatoes is no longer enough to 
satisfy a younger, better educated, 
more restless American worker. 
Even his friends suggest he might 
be paying too little attention to the 
revolution of industrial automation, 
the needs of the nonunion worker 
that the AFL-CIO cares little about 
organizing, the “blue collar blues' 
phenomenon of absenteeism, drugs 
and sabotage on the assembly line. 
Outside the house of labor, Meany 
is 
castigated 
by 
conservative 
columnists as “above the law” and 
bent on no less than “control of the 
electoral process” and destruction 
of the presidency. 
Liberals, 
outraged 
by 
his 
unyielding defense of the Vietnam 
War, now accuse him of seeking to 
undermine detente with the Soviet 
Union and China. Economist John 
Kenneth Galbraith once complained 
of a “geriatric” union leadership 
indifferent or hostile to the concerns 
of the young. Herbert Hill, the 
NAACP’s 
liaison 
for 
organized 
labor, 
says 
Meany 
and 
his 
colleagues “are now businessmen 
engaged in the business of unions.” 


In the solitude of his vast office, 
George 
Meany 
dismisses 
the 
criticism as easily as he flicks a 
cigar ash from the ample paunch 
beneath his blue knit sports jacket. 
His eyes narrow, like a somnolent 
crocodile. 


After surviving more than a half- 
century of union battles, he is secure 
in the immense power of someone 
who knows he can speak to the 
President of 
the United States 
simply by lifting the telephone at his 
elbow. 


“All we want is to influence the 
work and life conditions of those 
who work for wages,” Meany said 
simply. 


To achieve this, the AFL-CIO has 
become one of the most respected 
and feared lobbying organizations in 
Congress. And following Gompers’ 
admonition to “reward our friends 
and punish our enemies,” it has built 
a political machine so powerful that 
it could virtually take over Hubert 
H. 
H u m p h r e y ’s 
f a l t e r i n g 
presidential campaign in 1968, give 
it a $10 million transfusion and —by 
Meany’s reckoning — come within 
one week of defeating Richard M. 
Nixon. 
“The AFL-CIO is an organization 
without 
any 
direct 
power, 
but 
tremendous influence,” Meany said. 
He cites a long list of legislation 
that 
benefits 
not 
only 
union 
members 
but 
all 
Americans 
—steady 
increases 
in 
Social 
Security and the federal minimum 
wage, Medicare, civil rights and 
school aid. 
The federation’s influence does 
not end there. It played a key role in 
the Senate rejection of two of 
President Nixon’s Supreme Court 
nominees, Clement Haynsworth and 
G. Harrold Carswell. With Meany 
leading the attack, it fought bitterly 
against Nixon’s wageprice controls, 
which now lie in shambles. And 
through its foreign operations arm, 
the AFL-CIO has actively fought 
Communist influence in Europe, 
Latin America and the Far East 
since World War II, reportedly 
sometimes as a channel for CIA 
funds. 
Meany probably would not dispute 
the assessment of George B. Morris 
Jr., 
vice 
president 
and 
labor 
relations 
director 
for 
General 
Motors, that unions “are the single 
most potent force in America in 
terms of politics, government and 
legislation.” 
Meany rejects charges that the 
labor federation is wedded to the 
Democratic party. 
“We’re closer to Democrats, but 
not 
to 
the 
Democratic 
party, 
because it’s in the very nature of 
things. 
Where 
we 
have 
a 
concentration of industrial workers, 
traditionally Democrats, we have 
Democrats in Congress. Ninety per 
cent plus of the people we support 
are Democrats, but I support my 
Republican congressman right out 
in my district (Rep. Gilbert Gude, 
R-Md.) because I think he’s a good 
congressman.” 
Within 
the 
labor 
movement, 
Meany 
professes 
pride 
that 
“perhaps 
one 
of 
the 
greatest 
advances...is that unions are now 
pretty much accepted by the big 
industries” that once vowed to 
destroy them. 
In a city where political power is 
the name of the game the shrewd 
old Irish union politician tends to let 
his unchallenged position speak for 
itself. 
“I have power of persuasion, 
maybe, and to be very frank, that 
because of my long experience and 
because I’m as old as I am ... I’m 
not saying I’m all-wise, but I think I 
get a lot of people go along with 
Meany because he does have that 
experience. 1 think I got their 
respect, and that can be translated 
into power, if you want to call it 
that.” 
Very few of George Meany’s 
friends or enemies would argue with 
that.

Notwithstanding that the vote 
against Mr. Nixon by the Judiciary 
Committee was formally bipartisan,

loyalists. ’ It is of course too bad 
that, 
notwithstanding

efforts, the question of whether Mr. 
Nixon should be impeached silts up 
as a partisan affair. Young liberals 
(atone end of the 
antipodes) 
are in 
favor of conviction. 
Old 
conservatives 
(at the other end) 
are opposed. 
And of course it 
is, in a profound 
sense, 
a 
political 
question rather than 
a juridicial ques­ 
tion. By this 1 mean 
that 
s c h o l a r s 
equally 
learned 
could disagree end­ 
lessly on whether

Nixon should have been impeached, 
though as the factual evidence 
mounts against him, the burden 
increases on the non-impeachment 
scholars.

conduct of the White House and 
concludes that this is a historical 
opportunity 
to 
reorient 
the 
presidency toward the high road. 


Such a senator, upon being asked 
whether other presidents might not 
have been impeached if subjected to 
such 
rigorous 
standards, 
might 
reply: ‘ Yes, and probably many of 
them should have been. On the other 
hand, if we had impeached Andrew 
Jackson, and maybe one or two 
since then, the problem of executive 
arrogance we suffer from now 
would not afflict us.” 


How proper is it for a senator to 
be influenced, in choosing among the 
alternative courses of action, by his 
own constituency? That is a truly 


vexing problem, because there is 
that enduring historical ambiguity 
in the role of the representative in a 
republic. The House mangers of the 
impeachment 
proceedings 
don’t 
have the burden of persuading the 
people of Nebraska that Nixon has 
committed an impeachable offense. 


They have the burden of persuading 
Senator Curtis and Senator Hruska 
that 
Nixon 
has 
committed 
an 
impeachable ofiense. 


Let us assume — for purposes of 
illustration — that Senators Hruska 
and Curtis believed Nixon should be 
ousted, 
but that the voters of 
Nebraska were adamantly opposed 
to his ouster: how should they vote? 
There are two schools of thought, 
one of them plebiscitarian, the other 
the correct one. Nixon will be tried, 


and should be, by senators who have 
been elected not to transcribe the 
will of the people, but to serve the 
people according to the senators’ 
best lights. If the people then desire 
to punish a senator as they punished 
Senator 
Ross 
for 
casting 
the 
deciding vote for Andrew Johnson, 
that is the people’s privilege, but it 
ought not to be confused with the 
privilege 
to 
put 
pressure 
on 
individual senators. 
I 
should 
think 
it 
prudent, 
accordingly, for each senator to get 
up 
something 
of 
a 
personal 
statement 
concerning 
his 
own 
feelings on these questions and 
perhaps specifying procedures. He 
might say — for instance — that he 
will take into account what he 
believes to be the entire national 
question: are we bent of regicide of 
sorts? And can we know what the 
consequences of it are? And is there 
a Cromwell in the shadows? 
And the senator might say: I have 
instructed my staff to keep from my 
desk any communication urging 
upon me a course of action. On the 
other hand, I have asked my staff to 
cull arguments unusually stated or 
arrestingly arranged which might 
help me to crystallize my position. 
But 
these 
arguments 
will 
be 
abstracted from letters, telegrams, 
telephone messages, etc., and put on 
my desk unattached to the name of 
the sender. When one wits down to 
make not only a judicial but a moral 
judgment, one takes special care, or 
should, that one has taken the 
spiritual exercises appropriate to 
equip one to play that role.

Women's equality 


Unfortunately for those who work 
sincerely for equal pay for equal 
work as it applies to the sexes, the 
activists in the so-called womens 
liberation 
movements constantly 
seem to be engaged in attempts to 
change what God created. 
In failing to recognize that there 
are basic differences between man 
and woman, which no human can 
legislate otherwise, such activists 
more often harm than aid the cause 
of equal pay for equal work. 
For, with reckless abandon, they 
seek to install women in jobs which 
can best or only be filled by men. 
Such an example is that of women 
seeking 
jobs 
as 
state 
traffic 
officers. 
There 
are 
places 
in 
law 
enforcement 
where 
women can 
perform as well as men, such as 
criminal identification and many 
types of investigations. Those doors 
should be wide open to the female 
sex. 
But 
when 
it 
comes 
to 
restraining 
violent, 
ruthless 
criminals, few women, if any, are 
physically or mentally suited. 
And, there are assignments in the 
Highway Patrol which can just as 
well be handled by women. Such 
things as weigh stations and auto 
safety inspections are among them. 
However, 
claiming 
women 
can 
function 
as 
highway 
patrolmen 
because 
of 
such 
assignments 
ignores the fact that those duties are 
below the qualifications of state 
traffic officers and should not now 
be performed by such highly paid 
personnel. The patrol already has 
come to that conclusion regarding 
weigh stations and 
has nearly 
phased out the use of patrolmen in 
favor 
of 
lower 
paid 
civilian 
personnel. 
But in their basic job of patrolling 
the highways the awful fact is that 
the 
state 
traffic 
officer 
is 
constantly exposed to the hazard of 
confrontations 
with 
desperate 
armed criminals. Despite this the 
Patrol has been mandated by the 
legislature 
to 
launch 
a 
pilot 
program 
to 
determ ine 
the 
practicality of employing women as 
state traffic officers. 


To get things underway the Patrol 
recently held an examination to 
select 40 women for the pilot 
program. 
Some 
1400 applicants 
p art ic ipa te d 
in 
a 
written 
examination held exclusively for the 
women, followed by a physical 
fitness test. The physical test was 
not the same as that given to men. It 
was a special test, devised by the 
University as more suitable for 
women. 
That 
in 
itself 
was a 
recognition 
that 
women 
are 
different and cannot be judged 
equally or expected to possess the 
same strength as men. 


The very fact that the written 
examination was held just for the 
women 
applicants 
thwarts 
the 
theory 
of 
equality. 
Since 
appointments to the patrol are made 
on the basis of those scoring the 
highest in a given test, true equality 
could only be demonstrated by 
having 
the 
men 
and 
women 
competing freely in the same exam 
at the same time. But, in demanding 
equality, the women want to be 
accorded special treatment. And 
that is the point which destroys their 
claims of equality. 


On the women’s side there are few 
professions or occupations where a 
difference 
in sex 
has 
any 
relationship to the ability to do the 
job. And those choosing one to do the 
job should be blindfolded as to sex. 
Women who attempt to force their 
way into those few jobs which are 
particularly and exclusively suited 
to men make themselves appear 
ridiculous 
and 
thereby 
create 
animosity for those many jobs 
which can be achieved. And it opens 
the door to the reverse idiocy of men 
attempting to occupy jobs which 
more appropriately should be the 
exclusive domain of women. 


For those who need specific 
examples, a woman can serve as a 
judge, governor or president just as 
well as a man. But one would hardly 
advocate a woman attendant in a 
men’s room or a man catering to the 
ladies in the sanctity of the powder 
room.

What I mean is if you 
have
